Mr. Densmore arrived in Chicago at noon 
and immediately went into conference witb 
President Moyer in his room at the New 
Hotel Gault: Mr. Moyer had left St. Luke's 
hospital in the morning. He had been there 
a week under the care of physicians as the 
result of being shot. He said heis gradually 
recovering his health and strength. 

The conference lasted two hours. Attorney 
Clarence Darrow also called on Mr. Moyer 
during the meeting. 


U. 8. Mediator Loses Hope. 

Mr. Densmore, who was sent to the strike 
region by Secretary Wilson of the depart- 
ment of labor in an effort to bring about 
federal mediation between two warring 
sides, laid the entire situation before Presi- 
dent Moyer. He told the labor chief the out- 
look was hopeless, so far as his own efforts 
at mediation were concerned. 

It was after this situation had been laid 
before him that President Moyer decided the 
strike must be continued with unabated 
vigor. Every agency within the power of 
organized labor will be called into play, it 
was seid, in aid of th copper miners' strike. 
Mr. Moyer will make a direct appeal to th* 
executive council of the American Federation 
of Labor, which meets at Washington on 
Jan. 19. This body has no power to ca! 
strikes, but it can recommend a general 
assessment levy upon the 2,000,000 members 
of organized labor affiliated with the parent 
body for the support of the copper strikers. 
Mr. Densmore: left in thaevening fom Washe 
ington. He will report*éirect to Sçeretary 
Wilson the results of his efforts at media- 
tion, What further action the federal gov- 
ernment will take, if any. he said he did not 
know. There is a possibility that as a re- 
sult of Solicitor Densmore's report a cop~ 
gressional investigation may be ordered.

Prepare to Return Leader. 

Denver, Colo., Jan. 5.—Preparation were 
begun by union officials for the return of 
Mother Mary Jones to Trinidad and other 
points in the southern strike zone whence she 
was deported by state troops yesterday. 
While these plans were making here Adjt. 
Gen. Chage, according to a report to Gov. 
Ammons, had given orders in Trinidad and 
Walsenburg that her appearance in any por- 
tion of the strike region would result in im- 
mediate imprisonment for her under the in- 
communicado rule of the military authorities. 

Gov. Ammons this morning said Gen. Chase 
considered he had good cause for his sum- 
mary action in ordering Mother Jones’ 
deportation. 


Union Leaders Are Angry. 

At union headquarters here there was much 
indignation on the part of labor leaders, who 
declared it an insult to women that ‘‘ Moth- 
er Jones, the angel of the camp, should 
have been manhandled by troopers, and 
insisted that she would return to defy the 
military authorities. ‘“‘ Mother Jones her- 
self told of “‘ outrage perpetrated upon an old 
woman by the soldiers. 

Union leaders have advised all strikers to 
arm themselves in order that they might 
resist any attempt of deportation, and the 
threat that Mother Jones will return to 
Trinidad under protection of the strikers 
and union men, has caused the fear that a 
clash between the authorities and the strikers 
is imminent.

$150,000 had been done,

Attacks on Tazewell County 
Bond Issue Thrown 
Out by Court. 


WOMEN BACKED MEASURE 


Petitions Urging: Unconstitu- 
tionality of New Law 
Held Invalid. 


Pekin, III., Jan. 5.—{Special.]—Petitions of 
Hast Peoria residents to have the $250,000 
bond issue election in Tazewell county de- 


/ Clared illegal were thrown out of the Circuit 


court of Tazewell county this afternoon. The 
decision was reached by Judges Niehaus and 
Green sitting en banc. They declared the 
petition invalid and illegal because it was a 
combination of two petitions. 

Attorneys Weil and Bartley for the East 

Peoria residents are allowed sixty days in 
which to prepare an appeal to the State Su- 
preme court. They expect to file a bill af ex- 
ceptions at once. 
The action of the court is based upon the 
jumble caused when the two petitions were 
combined. One of them originally had 
eleven names, but seven withdrew, while 
three of the six petitioners on the other pray- 
er also withdrew. 


Combined Petitions Held Invalid. 
As it is necessary to have at ieast five 
names on a petition, the attorneys decided 
to combine the two. This action, according 
to the court, was illegal, and hence the de- 
cision. 

The two petitions in question were filed by 
Peoria attorneys supposed to be representing 
the wet interests of the state in an effort 
to test the constitutionality of the woman 
suffrage measure in this state. 

The contest on the bond issue for a court- 
house in Tazewell county was an exciting 
one, in which the women’s vote carried the 
issue, Without the assistance of the women 
the measure would have lost by a few votes. 
This case was therefore selected as one in 
Illinois upon which a test was to be made. 


Decision Halts Suffrage Test. 

The action of the two judges today delays 
probably indefinitely action on the case, ag 
it is said in Eakt Peoria that it will be a prac- 
tical impossibility to secure signers for new 
petitions. 

The original petitions, it Is alleged, were 
secured under misrepresentations, which 
caused bitter feeling when it was discovered 
that the courthouse bond issue was merely 


being used as a catspaw to test the woman 
suffrage act.

And “that great feeling and interest 
doubtless prevailed generally throughout the 
country, but the existence of this feeling and 
its effect upon the grand and petit juries 
were not tested by the calling of a grand 
jury or the submitting of the charges 
against these persons to 4 grand jury, and 
no attempt was made to try them before a 
petit jury.” i 

In other words, the authorities, from panic 
or partisanship, hurriedly declared martial 
law without any fair resort to civil processes, 
end under the plenary authority of their ex- 
traordinary power proceeded to use it with- 
out much discretion or moderation. 

Martial law, says Bir John Scott, is an 
unfortunate phrase, and ip a sense a mis- 
nomer. It is not military law, but a suspen- 
sion of ordinary law “ rendered necessary 
by circumstances ot war of rebellion. . . . 
It is the exercise of the of the military 
commander, who takes upon himself the re- 
sponsibility of suspending ordinary law in 
order to insure the safety of the state.” 
The Petition of Right derlared that No 
man shall be forejudged or subjected in time 
of peace to any kind of punishment within 
this realm by martial law,” but according 
to Scott “is indirectly declared lawful in 
time of war and in al commotion 
when the courts ore olose or when there 
is no time for their cumbrous action.” 

In short, the declaration of martial law is 
justified only by a situation of present or 
imminent chaos, when the ordinary means 
of public safety are paralysed. Senator 
Borah plainly believes that the conditions 
in West Virginia were not of this nature, 
and if he is right there hould be an em- 
pha tie declaration warning hasty or irre 
sponsible authorities against future resort 
to such extraordinary action. If whenever 
there is excitement and local disorder we 
are to fall into a panic and suspend consti- 
tational guarantees, the respect for law and 
liberty in the republic will dissolve: A! 
ready there is such distrust of the militia 
among the wage earning claes that its lead- 
ers throw their influence against enlistment 
in what should be our citizen army, and 
even against the regular army. 

Order must be kept in this country, and 


of redress for grievances which our institu- 
tions offer. But they will not be taught to 
respect them if the authorities do not set the 
example of respect. The West re- 
sort to martial law has done great damage 
by increagzing the hostility of organized labor 
towards the necessary instruments of na- 
tional defense and giving irresponsible agi- 
tators too much excuse for charges that the 
guarantees of life and liberty are readily 
set aside in the interest of property.

Chicago, Dec. 30.—[To the Friend of 
the People. — Will you call the atteation 
of the public to a new practice in mu- 
nicipal affairs which is, in the opinion of 
those interested, an injustice to a class 
of men who are, as a rule, as honest and 
industrious as any men, whether em- 
ployed by the public or by private con- 
cerns. 

For many years it has been the prac- 
tice of the city of Chicago to allow fuil 
holidays for July Fourth, Labor day, and 
Christmas, and half-holidays for Decora- 
tion day, Thanksgiving day, and New 
Year’s, with full time for each day. 

But this year, for some unknown rea- 
son, the practice has been discontinued.

MR. RONEY AND THE CHRISTMAS 
TREES. 

Chicago, Jan. 2.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
At was with considerable interest that I 
read of Mr. Roney’s proposition relative to 
Christmas trees in today’s Tatum. I do 
not think that the public will take kindly to 
his statement that there ought to be a law 
prohibiting the cutting of trees for Christmas 
purposes Nor do I think that he is voicing 
the sentiments of those who heartily in- 
dorse the conservation of our forest re- 


sources. 
He forgets that not one of the young trees 
in ten would reach maturity if left to the 
course of nature. This is true of nearly all 
saplings, particularly baleam fir, which is 
the Christmas tree.“ There is, therefore, 
little waste of forest resources. Timber own- 
ers seldom object to trespassers cutting 
Christmas trees, because there is nothing 
lost in material resources. 

I would hate to think of Mr. Roney—far 
famed for his Roney boys’ choir "—as a 
follower after Scrooge, but he fails to remem- 
ber that Christmas trees have a value that 
can never be estimated in feet, pounds, cords, 
or dollars, as runs the lumberman’s estimate. 
The genuine joy that a Christmas tree, gayly 
decked with toys and tinsel and lights, brings 
to the heart of a child at Yuletide is worth 
more than a cord of wood, a ton of pulp paper, 
a bale of excelsior, or the like, that might 
have been manufactured from the balsam fir 
tree, had it been permitted to grow a half 
century and had it been the one in ten that 
survived nature’s struggle.

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Pinney Earle’ 5 Son Hopes 
Patch Up Family Troubles, 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO ‘. RIBUNS.}. 


ARIS, Jan. 5.— Harold Earle, the 12 year 
old son of Ferdinand Pinney Earle, said 
today that he hopes when he grows up, to 
be able to settle the differences between 
his father and mother. 

Mme. Fischbauher, the first wife of Farle, 
and boy’s mother, is making every effort to 
prevent newspaper men having interviews with 
Harold, but the latter spoke freely to the cor- 
respondent of Le Matin on the train from 
Copenhagen. 

Harold Earle is an intelligent boy. He is 
fully aware of what is happening. He referred 
to “Mrs. Evans,“ or “Mrs. Hermann,” as she 
is generally known, the woman who took part 
in kidnaping him, as my“father’s fourth wife.” 
He said the French detective, Picard, who 
caused the arrest of Earle and his companion, 
was much surprised at not finding him dressed 
as as girl. 

“I knew we were discovered,“ Harold said, 
“because I recognized my portrait if Le Matin, 
which M. Steeg (French minister to Denmark) 
Was reading, although I saw it upside down. 
It showed a style of parting the hair which 
I nevér use. I am glad to be back in France, 


because I have been traveling for two days. 
Iam happy to see my mother again, but I am 


soméwhat angry with her for having put my 
father in prison. When I am a bit bigger I 


‘will fix all that.” — 


Earle wrote a statentent for Le Matin in the 
jail at Christiania. It says: 

“I am still hopeful that my former wife re- 
members her solemn promises made in her 
letters to me and in a formal document which 
she signed, granting me the right to see my 
son. I have never wished to impose my will 
on hers or to contest her legal rights. The 
child wishes to sea me. I come from New 
York only once in every two or three years. 

“Mutual friends have offered to act as in- 
termediaries to arrange a compromise. Mme. 
Fischbacher has always opposed & compromise, 
giving a thousand reasons for her attitude, but 
there is no serious argument against an hon- 
orable compromise.” 

Mme. Fischbacher declares she will never 
again permit Earle to see their son and is 
confident that the French courts will uphold 
her:

How to Earn 


Money at Home. 


BY SALLY JOY BROWN. 


OMETIMES there is a letter in my morn- 
ing mail that pleases me so much I want 
to send it to all of you to read right 
away. I wish I could have a little morn- 
ing class of all the home workers and 

share the Successes of the successful ones with 
vou. But since that is impossible I want to do 
the nearest thing to it and print the happy let- 
ters so you may read them. 

This letter must have been delayed in the 
mail, for it came to me just yesterday, although 
it was written during the Christmas holidays. 
But that won't make any difference, will it? 
You will be just as glad to read it as though 
it had come before the year put on its new 
1914 clothes. I was. 

“As the old year draws to a close it is with 
a thankful, heart I wish you and all the home 
workers a happy and prosperous New Tear. 
Had it not been for you my family would have 
had no Christmas, and I cannot tell you how 
grateful we all are to you for the work you 
do The greatest courtesy and kindness has been 
shown to me by all your assistants. and I thor- 
oughly appreciate it. For years I have tried to 
get my work before the public, but I was un- 
successful until you opened the way. And now 
I have all that I can do. If you will allow 
me to be, I hope to be one of your steady work- 
ers.” ‘ 

> 

When letters of that sort come to me I have 
such a warm, happy feeling in my heart. There 
are sO many women who have been in the same 
unhappy state of mind, who ve tried -vainly 
to dispose of their work. I ew of a little 
woman in a small town who had her house 
actually overflowing with beautiful embroidery. 
Every one of her relatives had their houses em- 
broidered in every possible way, too. I asked 
her one time why she did so much useless work 
and she said she didn’t have anything diese 
to do, she loved to embroider, and so she went 
ahead and embroidered, although there wasn't 
any use in it at all. “I wish I could sell some 
of my embroidery,” she said. And right then 
I saw the tragedy of many lives. : 

Not to be able to dispose of their work has 
made many women unhappy. There are few 
who, like this dear old soul, could afford to 
go on and work as much as they wanted to. 
After a short time there isn’t money to invest 
in materials. Everything in the house there is 
any necessity of haying embroidered is mono- 
grammed or trimmed with dainty sprays of em- 
broidery. 

— 

I can feel the real joy that must have come 
to the writer of this letter when she realized 
that she could go ahead and make all of the 
pretty things she wanted to, and that at last 
the making of them would bring her returns in 
money. 

It isn’t only the independence that comes to 
the home worker when she fealizes that she 
can sell her work, but it's the knowledge that 
he can succeed in her work. There is nothing 
that is a surer help to success than the confi- 
dence that we can succeed, is there? 

I wonder if there aren't many other women 
who would like to do work at home, but who 
have been kept from it by the fear that there 
will be no way of disposing of their work after 
they have done it. The Home Workers’ Market 
Place was established for those women, as 
thousands of happy. successful workers are 
eager to tell them. ‘Perhaps you know of some 
woman who does beautiful work, but who has 
no way of disposing of! her work, Won't you 
tell, her about the market place? She.will 
be Fraterul to you, I am sure. 

There is a little booklet that she will want, 
too If you will put her name and address on 
a postcard and send it to me I'll post the book 
to her immediately. If you would like to have 
a booklet, too, or if you have any other friends 
who would Uke them, put your names on the 
card and they'll go off at the same time. Will 
you send for the booklet today?

ISS FRIEDA HEMPEL of the Metropoli- 
tan Grand Opera company made a tri- 
umphant debut with the Chicago Grand 
Opera company last night, when she in- 
ted the role of Violetta in the 
familiar “ La Traviata,” endowing the part with 
‘vocal splondor of such moment that her first 
appearance in Chicago was a decided success. 
Miss Hempel came to Chicago with the high- 
est recommendations of those attending 
opera in Germany, her fame divided between 
the favor of the German emperor and her fa- 
mous diamond anklet: Her New York pear- 
ances have not been uniformly successful. On 
the contrary, marked appro has been mani- 
fest over few roles other than that in Der 
Rosenkavalier” of Richard Strauss, in which 
she made a decided impression. 


The brilliant part of Violetta is hardly one 
in which ,the hearer would e t a German 
soprano to excel, 
that come from Italy. hat in such a role, 
with an amazing power of colorature the chief 
requisite to success, Miss Hempel could win 
such a certain and quick success is the more . 
surprising. From her entry in the first act it 
was apparent that. traditions to the contrary, 
her voice was admirably fitted for colorature. 
The first impression was amply sustained «a 
few minutes later in her great moment, the 
long aria “Fors e lui,” which brings the frst 
act to a close. She was interrupted before her 
final note in the first section had died away 
by a burst of applause which was by no means 
confined to the upper floors, and with the per- 
mission of the conductor could gracefully have 
given a repetition.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 5.—[Speclal. I— The 
provision of the Illinois inheritance tax law 
applying to safe deposit companies was up- 
held today by the United States Supreme 
court. Heirs of the deceased box renter, 
therefore, will not be allowed access to the 
contents of the safes without the knowledge 
and approval of the state officers assessing 


The case originated in a suit brought by 
the National Safe Deposit company of Chi- 
cago, affiliated with the First National bank, 
to enjoin enforcement of this provision of 
the law. 

The state won decisions in the Circuit and 
Uunols Supreme court, but the company ap- 
pealed to the federal tribunal, which affirms 
the opinion of the state court. 


Calis Word “Possession” Ambiguous. 

“This is one of that class of cases which 
illustrate the fact that both in common 
speech and in legal terminology there is no 
word more ambiguous in its meaning than 


delivered by Associate Justice Lamar. It 
is interchangeably used te describe actual 
possession and constructive possession, 
which often so shade into one another that 
it is dificult to say where one ends and the 


and possession in the master; or title and 
right of contfol may bein one and the prop- 
erty within the protection of the house of 
another. 

“ Certainly the person who rented the box 
was not in actual possession of its contents, 
for the valuables were in a safe built into the 
company’s vault and, therefore, in a sense, 
under the protection of the house. The 
owner cold not obtain access to the box 
without being admitted to the vault, nor 
could he open the box without the use of the 
company’s master key. 


State Could Demand Administrator. 

“In the exercise of its power to provide 
for the distribution of his property, the state 
could make it unlawful, except on condi- 
tions named, for his personal representative 
towecelve or the holder to deliver effects be- 
longing, or apparently belonging, in whole or 
in part, to the deceased, as the state could 
provide for the appointment of administra- 
tors for the distribution to heirs or legatees 
of all the property of the deceased and for 
the payment of a tax on the transfer. 

“Tt could, of course, legislate as to the 
incidents attending the collection of the tax 
and the time when the administrator or 
executor could take possessign. The fixing 
by this statute of the tim ondition on 
which delivery might be made by a deposit 
company was also, in effect, a limitation on 
the right of the heir or representatives to 
take possession.”’ 


Tax Levy from Box Not Unusual. 

The contention that the company could not 
be charged arbitrarily with the duty of de- 
livery of the securities to the rightful owners 
is disposed of, the opinion says, by its legal 
and contract liability for allowing possession 
to unauthorized persons, furthermore the 
obligation to pay the inheritance tax out of 
the contents of the box iz not unusual; banks, 
for example, being required to pay the fax on 
stock shares.

The Federal league touched off another 
bomb yesterday by announeing that Otto 
Knabe, keystone of the Philadelphia Na- 
tional league team's infield, had signed a 
three year contract to manage the Baltimore 
outfit.

Although it was not so stated, it 
is presumed Knabe's salary has been guar- 
anteed against the possible demise of the 
Federal league in something the same way 
as those of Tinker and Brown have been 


insured.

Dissatisfaction of certein European gov- 
ernments with their representation at The 
Hague peace tribunal may lead to the estab- 
Mshment of a substitute organization for the 
settlement of international disputes. 

The plans of diplomats, especially from 
Germany, known to be opposed to The Hague 
idea of equal representation, was outlined 
by Roger W. Babson, New York financial | 
expert, who spoke yesterday before the Chi- 
cago Bond Men's 

“T recently had 4 talk with a representa- 
tive of the German emperor; said Mr. Bab- 
son. He talked about a new plan for an 
international peace society. An interna- 
tional conference will be held at Brussels, 
Belgium, in the fall to take the Grst steps. 

The power of The Hague tribunal Ras 
dwindled practically to nothing so far as 
providing for international peace. One coun- 
try wanted representation according to pop- 
ulation, another according to national 
wealth, and a third according to area. 

The emperor of Germany objected to this 
plan. His repreeentative walked out of the 
conference. European diplomats have taken 
the question up with the American statistical 
association.” 

The new plan for representation probably 
will be based on the growth of.each nation. 
A world census is the first step to be ar- 
ranged for. It was in connection with this. 
part of the work that Mr. Babson joined the 
movement. A further purpose of the confer- 
ence will de to standardize governmental 
bookkeeping and through it the business. 
methods of the various nations.
